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From information the German Embassy received from the Kempei 
Tai and the Japanese Home Ministry, it was a matter of common 
knowledge in the German Embassy that Marquis Kido was one ol the 
Court Circle not to be trusted by us. Before December 7, 191, 
the members of the German Embassy on many occasions discussec the 
question of whether or not there would be war between Japan and 
the United States. I recall that on a number of these occasions, 

before and after the appointment of Premier Tojo, various officials 
in the Embassy stated that there would be no war, assigning as one 
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
